The  main  entrance  is  on  Hnutd  street.

ed  him  to  move  out  thinking  him  to  be 
•a  criminal  in  the  disguise  of  an  idler.’’ 

-  Charles  Dickens  detested  pomp  of 
any  kind,  and  the  following  clause  in  his 
will  wa, s' scrupulously  carried  out:  "I 
emphatically  direct  that  I  lie  buried  in  an 
inexpensive,  unostentatious  and  strictly 
private  mariher  :  that  no  puhlic  announce¬ 
ment  U*  made  of  tjlic  time  or  place  of  my 
burial :  hut  at  tin}  utmost  not  more  than 
three’ plain  mourning  coaches  be  employ¬ 
ed  :  and  that  those  who  attend  my  funer¬ 
al  wear  no  scarf,  cloak,  black  Ikuv,  long 
hat  band,  neither  such  revolting  absurd¬ 
ity.  I  direct  that  my  name  be  inscribed 
iu  plain  English  letters  on  my  tomb,  with¬ 
out  any  addition  of  ‘  Mr.’  or  ‘  Esquire.’ 

I  conjure  my  friends  on  no  account  to 
make  me  the  subject  ofaiiy  monument, 
memorial  or  testimonial  whatever.  I 
rest  my  claims  to  the  remembrance  of 
my  country  upon  my  established  works, 
and  to  the  remembrance  of  my  friends 
upon  their  experience* ol’me  iu  addition 
thereto.  \
